BY DR. ROCHE 


Fulfilling his promise of several 
months ago, Dr. W. J. Roche, 
Minister of the Interior of the Dom- 
minion Government, made an in- 
spection of some of the irrigated 
land in the Bow Vally, and heard 
both sides of the question at first 
hand, conferring with deputations 
trom the various farmers dissatisfied 
with the classification of irrigable 
lands, and also meeting with the 
local C.P.R. officals. 

On Saturday afternoon Dr. Roche 
stopped off the train at Gleichen, 
and looked over a number of the 
irrigated farms of which complaints 
have been made. In the evening 
he proceeded te Strathmore, staying 
about a hour here, and looking over 
the Demonstration Farm, in com- 
pany with Mr Hueston, the Govern- 
ment engineer in charge of the re- 
classification, Mr Dennis, vice presi- 
dent of the C.P.R., Mr Naismith, 
and several other officials of the 
Company. 

On Monday morning Dr Roche 
received in Dr Blow’s office in Cal- 
gaty a deputation consisting of 
farmers from various parts of the 
Western aud Central sections of the 
Bow Valley Irrigation Block, in 
regard to the irrigation problem 
Their case was presented in the 
first place by Mr Clark, K.C., of 
Clarke, McCarthy, Carson, and 
McLeod. Barristers, Calgary. The 


ag farmers present were Messrs 
H. Sorensen, O. Christensen, F 
E. Sugden, J. C. Nelson, and M.E, 
Sly. The .nterview was not 
public, but it lasted for several 
hours, and the case tor the com- 
plaining farmers was put fully be- 
tore the Minister. Dr Roche in- 
fomed them that the Government 
reclassification was at present in 
progress, and that all lands that were 
unfit for irrigation would be remov- 
edfrom that category. The Govern- 
ment would protect the interests of 
the farmers in the irrigated block as 
far as they possibly could. 
THE GLEICHEN VISIT

Saturday: 

“Emerging from the train the

E. T. Drake, Commissioner of Irri- 
gation; and N. N. Hayes, President 
of the Gleichen UF.A. In the 
second auto were W. D. reee 
Secretary of the Gleichen U.F.

West. And the movements are co- 


related more closely than appears at 
a casual glance. 

Take, for instance, the relation be- 
tween the cereal milling industry and 
animal husbandry, Partly, no doubt, 
to take advantage of the Panama 
route, and partly on account of the 
cheapness of power (which in milling 
is of relatively greater importance 
than in industries requiring more 
manual operatives), the milling and 
packing companies are gradually mak- 
ing Southern Alberta an industrial 
territory of importance, 

Now glance at what this means to 
diversified agriculture, as well as to 
the revival of ranching over less fer- 
tile districts. In the first place, the 
upgrowth of industrial centres sup- 
plies ready and profitable markets for 
the varied products of the soll. Pro- 
duce too perishable for long shipment 
will find ready sale close at hand, 
Then the available by-products from 
cereal mills should do much in re- 
establishing and expanding the live 
stock and dairying industries through- 
out the West. Lately, the provincial 
governments, the railroads and the 
packers have turned their hands in a 
systematic effort towards the upbulld- 
ing of the live stock industry. The 
increased interest along these lines 
is having a salutary effect already 
upon the financial condition of the 
Western farmer The manager of a 
large loaning institution not long ago 
remarked that he could always tell 
when any district begau to go in for 
mixed farming by the increased 
promptness of the company’s collec: 
tions throughout the locality. 

As to manufacturing, during the five 
years from 1905 to 1910, the three 
prairie provinces more than doubled 
the annual value of their Industrial 
output, the census figures for 1910 be- 
ing $77,000,000, That the annual total 
now 1 up to the $100,000,000 
mark admits of small doubt.

In his valedictory Mr, A. R, Clarke,

Farmers Rent Riverside 
Lumber Yard 


At their regular meeting held 
last Saturday afternoon, Strath- 
more Farmers Union decided tc 
rent the buildings and lots of the 
Riverside Lumber Company tn 
Strathmore at a rent of $30 per 
month, from the st of October 

These bu Idings and lots have 
become vacant since the River- 
side sold out their Strathmore 
yard to the Crown Lumber Coy., 
who have taken over the lumber, 
ete 

It is the intention of the Farm- 
ers Urion to use the buildings tor 
office, rest room for the conven- 
ierce of the farmers and their 
wives, and sheds for sheltering 
horses and rigs. The lots will 
be used for auction sales, ete, 
and for storage purposes. 

A setof weigh scales also goes 
with the buildings. 

Application nas been made for 
the formation of the Farmers 
Co-operative Company of Strath- 
more, whose offices will be situ- 
ated at the Riverside, and it is 
probable that the Company will 
be in working order in about a 
month's time. [tis not the in- 
tention of the Union to go into 
the general store business, as has 
been sometimes alleged, for the 
present at least, but they purpose 
organizing a buying and seili g 
organization, which will enable 
them to market their grain, live- 
stock and other farm products to 
the best advantage, without the 
intervention of a number of com- 
mission men. This plan has 
been tried out and proved suc- 
cesstul among the fruit growers 
of the Western States, and more 
recently in b, C., and has proved 
imstrumental in getting the tarm- 
ers who are members ot these or- 
ganisations better price for ther 
produce, but it has not been tried 
out to any extent in Western 
Canada. ‘There 1s no reason, 
however why it should not prove 
successful here, and it it does, it 
will add much to the prosperity 
of the district. With the rapid 
increase in che number of farmers 
going in for mixed farming, the 
haphazard methods that have 
prevailed in the past will not be 
profitable, and the new organisa- 
tion will be the means of enabl- 
ing the farmers to reach out and 
secure markets for their produce. 
In the past the farmers as a rule 
has only been successful in get- 
ting about half the price for their 
produce that the consumers have 
paid, but itis hoped by means ol 
the new company, to eliminate 
all but the necessary eXpenscs ol 
shipping and marketing.
